The project is both
magnificent and costly, but there will
be nb want of liberality in carrying it
out.

CUrk Mills visited General Grant
lately, for the purpose of getting from
him un authentic account of the particu¬
lars attending the surrender of Genernl
Lee,' to aid him in his proposed work of
representation of the event in bass relief
for his monument. On this point, the
President said: ''Lee came in with a flag
of truce, to see on what terms I would
receive his surrender. I stated the
terms, and Lee said: 'Please reduce that
to writing.' I took some manifold paper
and made several copies and banded oue
to him, saying: 'There; I believe that
is about as I talked.' Leo read it, signed
it, and then passed it back to me, and I
signed it. The manifold copiei were
then distributed to the several Generals.
The transaotiou took place in front of
my tout, nuder thu tree, and with a
little pine table .between us." To the
remark of Mr. Mills, that he had seeu a

picture represeutiug the surrender as

having taken.piuco in a room, with a

carpeted floor, and in the midst of the
Jtaff officers of both armies, General
Grant replies that "that pictaro was
got up to show off the aids." The real
surrender took place as above stated.

Mrs. Smith,
making her appearance, was kuockod
down sud loft as dead, when the fiends
proceeded to rob tho house of what
money and valuables they could Hud,
Mrs. S. having recovered, made her
escape, and after the thieves had got
what they went after, they set fire to the
building and made their escape. Thu
body of Mr. Smith was consumed with
the burning building. The parties who
perpetrated the deed have Seen arrested
and lodged in jail. Mrs. Smith is so
badly beaten that it is impossible for
her to live long. Wo have heard no
further particulars.

milos below WoHhton's Point. The ma¬

jority of the passengers-about thirty-
had retired; eight of ns were sitting
around the stove amusing ourselves,
when we felt the severe shock and
jumped up, some running one way, some
another« I ran out tho front door lead¬
ing to the boiler dock, but immediately
after getting out everything seemed
quiet, and I turned round and walked
book to the oabin. I suppose the time
that elapsed from the time I left the
cabin until I returned was about two
minutes, wheu a orash came and tho
hurricane roof caved in, dashing bar¬
reta, wagons, plows, and numerous other
articles, to the boiler-deck, where every¬
body had rushed who could get- ont of
their stato-room3. I was thrown against
the smoke stack, but by great exertions
managed to extricate myself, aud com¬
menced climbing boxes and barrels, and
was twice pulled back by the hair, nnd
the third attempt I made some one

caught me by the feet, and in the strag¬
gle to save themselves pulled my shoes
off. Finally, I managed to gain the
hurricane duck. There I saw no earthly
chanco of escape, ns the roof was by this
timo crowded, and every one seeking
something on which to flout. The boat
wua by this time under water, nothing
recuuiuing out but the hurricane roof
and pilot house. I cannot give a de¬
scription of tho sight at that moment,
for my blood runs cold when I think of
it. The wreck was still floating down
tho rivor, and wo did not know what
momont she would sink. Women were

screaming for their husbands, nud chil¬
dren for their parents. Junt :\s wc

thought all hopes were past, we saw the
lights of a boat comiug up the river, und
every ono that could shouted for assist¬
ance. James Vundervoorst, assistant
pilot, lit a pieco of paper, and BUGwed it
as signal of distress. lu about fifteen
minutes she mado fast to the wreck,
when all thut were able got on board the
Seminole. Everything was doue by thc
captain, crew and passengers of the Hu¬
millólo that could bo dono to extricate
the dead and wounded. A nephew of
Captain Poe, the commander of the Nick
Wall, while endeavoring to escape from
beneath the fulling bales and boxes, was

crushed, and finally fell iuto the river
and drowned. A gentleman, with his
wife, daughter and son-in-law-the two
.ast named only married a few days-are
amung the dead. They intended to get
off about one mile below.

CUMULATIVE VOTING IN ENGLAND.-
The new school boards wore elected in
London on thu 29th ult., in accordance
with the terms of the education Act, and
the London papers give a good deal of
space- to the proceedings, it be;og the
first election ever held by balloo títere.
Tho election was for tho choice of forty-
eight members to composts the school
board of London under the new educa¬
tion law; and, as at the election under
tho same law at Manchester the week
beforo, every rate-payer of either sex
was entitled to vote, nnd each voter had
us many votes as there were members to
bo chosen in his or her district. The
womcu rate-payers voted in considerable
number.*, especially in three districts
containing lady candidates. By the sys¬
tem of cumulative voting adopted, the
minority hud a chance to elect soveral
candidates, aud the result was tho
choice of several Catholics and a few
ladies. As we have stated, each voter
had as many votes an there were seats to
be lilied, being at liberty to concentrate
all his votes on ono candidate, or to dis¬
tribute them as ho pleased. In Man¬
chester there were fifteen members of
tho school board to bo elected, and each
voter had lift sen votes at his disposal.Forty-four euudidates went to tho polls,
and over 390,000 votes were given by
20,513 voters. Manchester is fumons for
two thiugs-first, the fervor of itt» Pro¬
testantism; 9ccond, tho number, organi¬
zation and strength of its working
élusses. But at this election tho two
Catholics were brought in at thu head of
tho poll, ono of them receiving nearly
20,01)0 more votes than »ny Protestant
candidato, and no working class candi¬
date, of whom there wero sevuu, being
elected at all, tho highest vote uuy of
them received being 3,851, while ouo of
thom got only 105. Tho 00,808 votes
given to tho two Catholic candidates
were polled by about 7,000 voters, who
either "plumped" for tho revereud gen¬
tleman who heads tho Hst, or split their
voles between him aud the lawyer who
is next to him iu strength.
Roumania, whieu is composed of the

principalities of Wallachia and Moldavia,
has u population of uoarly LOUD,ODO,
and under the provisions of tho treaty of
Paris, of 1806, has been governed by a

prince and a central commission, lt
will bc remembered that tho occupation
of these principalities by Russia was one
of tho main causes of tho Crimean war,
and their present declaration cd indc-
pendeuce, incontestably a Russian movc-
ment, tends to tangle more tightly tho
skein of Lui opean polities.
